should have long ago been inserted in 
thc wall, the answer to nil these objec- 
tions is very simple. 
"it is the earnest wish of some 


members of the organization to get the 
large hall entirely llreproofed by re- 
constructing the wooden floor, ceiling 
and roof, after which the whole col- 
lection ean be placed In permanent 
alcoves aceoiding to the classification 
of various kinds of work in a most 
scientific manner. If this thing could 
be done w 1th in a year it might very 
readily be seen that the present effort 
ought to be not to display objects but 
simply to preserve them.' If very rare 
specimens nre hung near the ground, 
in the absence of a curator, they may 
be stolen. Rather therefore, let the 
proper displaying of these things wait. 
Se\eral hundred trees were hurriedly 
planted in the ground at uo cost to the 
society In the hope that about one- 
fourth of them mightsurvive, there- 
by giving two or three years start in 
tree growth. 


"When there was no money in the 


treasury to build a fence a makeshift 
affair of wire wns placed about the 
whole enclosure, again without ex- 
pense, so as to absolutely protect the 
trees already planted end others hoped 
for from destruction, by the heedless 
public.

Enforcing Feeding Staff Law. 


The Feeding Stuff Law of Pennsyl- 
vania which was placed on the statute 
books by the last session of the Legis- 
lature, is being vigorously enforced in 
all parts of the State, by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture through the Divi- 
sion of Feeding Stuffs Control. 


At the present time, the Department 


has sampling agents who are visiting 
food dealers throughout the State, and 
securing samples which are foi warded 
to F. D. Fuller, Chief Chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture, for an- 
alysis. 
During the past six months, 


the Chemist nan found many brands of 
feed, particularly those manufactured 
in the western states, largely adulter- 
ated with rice hulls, which are injuri- 
ous to the health of domestic animals, 
according to experiments carried on in 
the Southern states. These rice hulls 
are usually found in molasses feeds, 
of which there has been a large sale, 
especially In Lancaster county and in 
various sections of eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. The results of the chemical 
and microscopical examinations are 
reported to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, who orders prosecutions to be 
brought against feed dealers who are 
violating the law. G. C. Hutchison, 
General Agent of the Department of 
Agriculture, is in immediate charge 
of the prosecution, and as a result of 
numerous convictions that have been 
secured, several hundred dollars in 
fines and analysis fees have been cov- 
ered into the State Treasury since 
August 1st, 1907. Many of these eases

Enforcing Feeding Stuff 
Law. 


The Feeding Stuff Law of Pennsy 


vania which was placed on the statu 
books by the last session of the Legl 
lature, is being vigorously enforced 
all parts of the State, by the Depar 
ment of Agriculture through the Dh 
sion of Feeding Stuffs Control. 


At the present time, the Departmei 


has sampling agents who are vlsitii 
food dealers throughout the State, ai 
securing samples which are foiwardt 
to F. D. Fuller, Chief Chemist of U 
Department of Agriculture, for ai 
alysis. During the post six month 
the Chemist has found many brands c 
feed, particularly those manufacturer 
in the western states, largely udulte 
ated with rice hulls, which are injur 
ous to the health of domestic animal 
according to experiments carried on i 
the Southern states. These rice hut 
are usually found in molasses feed: 
of which there lias been a large sale 
especially In Lancaster county and i 
various sections of eastern Pennsy 
vania. The results of the chemica 
and microscopical examinations ar 
reported to the Secretary of Agricu 
lure, who orders prosecutions to L 
brought against feed dealers who ar 
violating the law. G. C. Hutchison 
General Agent of the Department o 
Agriculture, is in immediate charg 
of the prosecution, and as a result o 
numerous convictions that have bee 
secured, several hundred dollars i 
fines and analysis fees have been cov- 
ered into the State Treasury sine 
August 1st, 1907. Many of these cose 
were against feed dealers residing i 
Lancaster county and involved th 
sale of a molasses feed known as Re 
Cow Dairy Feed. There seems to be 
disposition on the party of the manu 
facturer to entirely ignore the act on 
our statute books, and this brand o 
feed, when it enters the state from th 
west, is not only adulterated, but im 
properly branded. 


Information has come to the Depart 


ment of Agicultute, that the manu 
faoturer of this particular brand o 
food has ceased making this article 
and if it is true, it will not only be 
great relief to the Department, bu 
also will improve the food situation 
in Pennsylvania. 
The chief object 


in the minds of those who are chargec 
with the enforcement of this act, ar 
not only that the law shall be com 
piled with, but also that the farmer! 
shall be protected against fraud an< 
deception in the food business. 


Mr. Hutchison recently made in 


formation against a local dealer ir 
Meehanicsburg, Cumberland 'county, 
who was charged with selling a larg< 
number of brands in an illegal man 
ner. The hearings in these cases were

Along with Hie new regulations of 
lie paslolllce department

ubscriptlons comes an announcement 
if Postmaster General Meyer in favor 
if a parcels post law. Mr. Meyer, 
vlth all his experience gained in high 
imince or in travel in Europe, pro- 
eceds to cure the ills of the postofflce 
epartment in many ways. 
Having 


md little or no experience whatever 
u the country or smaller cities, he 
cnovvs nothing at all of the conditions 
hat exist or of the conditions under 
vhich business is done, but he pro- 
ceds just the same to demand legisla- 
ion that a man familiar with condi- 
tons or desirous of being fair to all 
leople would hesitate long before de- 
iiaiuling—long enough, indeed, that 
ie would never ask for such legisla- 
ion as has been demanded by the pre- 
ent jiostmaster general. 
Mr. Meyer in his innocence and ig- 
orancc says that he Is favoring the 
ountry merchants by giving them a 
ewer parcels rate than the big city 
iftil order concerns, and consequently 
he country merchants should not op- 
xise the parcels post law. Mr. Meyer 
oes not know, though he should, that 
:ie country merchants do not issue 
stalogues; that the people who live 
n the rural routes out of a city like 
lattoon do net want to buy their 
oods of Mattoon merchants by cuta- 
ogue. They want to come to town to 
o their trading, 
though too often 


hey buy through catalogues of the 
ig mail order houses. 
The conditions are different. Per- 
aps in theory H may look as Mr. Meyer 
ecs it, but in practice it does not and 
ever will. It is simply a fad and a 
ancy of a man new in office and with- 
ut experience to fit him for making 
tnrtling and radical changes in pre- 
ent existing conditions. There are 
many arguments against the parcels 
X)st law, and such n law encouraged 
nd fostered by and for the big mail 
rder concerns to be the detriment of 
ie merchants in the smaller cities, 
iowevcr, there seems to be a disposi- 
ion on the part of the government 
fticials to shape up laws for the spe- 
lal benefit of the big mall order con- 
ems on the parcels post proposition 
and for tlie big city newspai»ers on the 
wstal

CONVENTIONS 


OF LONG AGO 


In 1800 Delegate! Were Elected to a 


Congressional Convention. 


This will be a great year for conven- 


tioils. Klate aud National, in view of 
Ihe I'renidentlnl elections. We think 
Ktu'h botlies always existed, but, as a 
nmltcr of history, they had humble be- 
ginnings and small causes. 


Tlie nominating convention was first 


evolved in Pennsylvania. In the aut- 
umn of 178!), a public meeting of the 
Federalists voters of Philadelphia was 
held in the State House yard, to nomi- 
nate candidates for the State Legia la- 
ture. Five years later, candidates for 
Congress and for members of . both 
branches of the State legislature for 
the county of Philadelphia, were nom- 
inated "at a large and respectable 
meeting of the freemen, held at Widow 
hepher's, In Germanlown." 
This, 


evidently wus an irregular county con- 
vention. 


Similar conventions 
were held in 


Hie oilier counties of the State, at 
which candidates were chosen at pri- 
mary meetings in the various towns 
and wards. 


Thus, in 179!), we find that "at a 


meeting of citizens of the city of Phil- 
adelphia,, a committee of three from 
each ward was appointed," to attend a 
county convention to nominate a can- 
didate for Senator. The next year, a 
Congress district convention for the 
district comprising the counties of 
Bucks, Montgomery and Wayne was 
held at Kaslon, composed of live dele- 
gates from each county, chosen by 
conventions. With the rise of perma- 
nent party organizations, the calls 
for these conventions came to be sign- 
ed by llic rhuirrnan and secretary of 
the district committee. - 


After llic revolutionary period, Mas- 


sachusetts seeing to have been some- 
what behind Pennsylvania in respect 
tn nominating machinery. By 1802, 
however, both the Federal and Repub- 
lican parties held county and Congress 
district conventions in the different 
sections of Massachusetts, and hence- 
forth, the convention of delegates ap- 
pears lo have been the prevailing med- 
ium of nominating for all district of- 
fices. 
These conventions 
were, 
at 


first.called by vote of a caucus in some 
one city or town, but gradually, with 
the growth of party organizations, 
the call came to be issued by the 
district or town 
committee. 
The 


committee seems in some instances, to 
lunc exeicised the function of nomi- 
nating Hie party candidate. The prac- 
tice of "snap conventions" orginated 
early, for, In 1S28, tlie complaint was 
miule Unit llic Middlessex county con- 
ventions had not been properly adver- 
tised.
